Suige guns uro actually In position of many 
points but it is believed thai firing will not bo 
commenced before the 15th. 

Intercepted letters from 1'aris aro tilled with 
complaints of food. 

A Tribune's special from tho head quarters 
of tho array of tho Loire, under (Into of the Gib 
suys : This army has increased rapidly and 
now numbers 100.000. Tho meu are well 
equipped and led. 

London, Nov 10 — To-day's war dispatches 
chronicle important French successes before 
Paris, and the capture of several Prussian 
camps. 

Garibaldi is again victorious and has routed 
a forco of Prussians D0OO strong. 

The latest from the army of the Loire says 
there has been three days continued fighting 
without decisive results. The losses of tho 
/Veue'h are frightful hut tho enemy was driven 
back 10 miles. 

London, Nov 'J— The firing from Valerion 
has been incessant, but harmless, for tho lust 
twenty-four hours. 

The bombardment of Paris is expected soon. 
From St Olond the Prussians oan sund shelln 
to the Tuilleries. 

The Herald's correspondent had an interview 
with Napoleon, iti which t!ia latter freely ex- 
pressed his views ou the situation, and com- 
pared France with America, saying that all 
conditions requisite to a true Republican Gov* 
eminent were absolutely wanting in Prance. 
Those who grasped tho reins of Government 
in Paris have shown themselves incapable, 
and have put heavier restraints than he did on 
tho press. 

LONDON, Nov 7— The World's cable says that 
leartul distress and discontent prevails in Gut- 
tuany, caused by the prolongation ol tho war 
which the journals dare not speak of. Prus- 
sia is nearly exhausted. 

London, Nov 0— The London Times, this 
morning, discusses the Alabama negotiations 
to show that England can go no further in the 
way of concession. It says tho Clarendon 
treaty abounded in concessions, aud many 
Englishmen thought that it yielded eo much 
that ex-minister Johnson had out-witted Cla- 
rendon, as tho therejec;ion of the treaty by 
tho Doited Stutes was owing to political 
irritability. England stands free, from all 
hlanm. 

Madrid, Nov 9— The editors of journals 
issued in this city have united in a manifesto 
opposing tho candidacy of the Duke of Acosto 
for the Spanish throne. 

London, Nov 10— A spocial from Tours to- 
day says that at length the French armies have 
Bohtived triumphs. Van Dann, who was at 
Orleans with 25.000 men, became afraid that 
big position might be hemmed in, and w is 
preparing to make to towards l'aris when he 
was assailed by tho siileuntb corps under 
Gen Lussac.
